of $5,250,000 for administration

In other words. an annual fund 
of $61,400,000 will be built up for | 
the insurance plan.

Hertzog and Malan Part 


YO WEEKS AGO, GENERAL J. B. M. 

Hertzog, former Prime Minister of South 
Africa, resigned the leadership of the “re- 
united” Nationalist Party of the Free State 
—taken at the time to mean that he had 
quarreled with Dr. D. F. Malan and his ex- 
treme republican followers. How complete 
is the “split” le disclosed in a dispatch from 
London today which informs us that the vet- 
eran statesman has advised his supporters 
to back the government candidate in a by- 
election in Winburg, 

The progress of events naturally will dis 
close whether this new turn in South African 
politics presages a reconciliation between 
Hertzog and Smuts—with whom the former 
was associated unti] his defeat on his war 
policy on the outbreak of hostilities—or 
whether the erstwhile ardent Nationalist will 
content himself with a species of benevolent 
neutrality in regard to governmental policy. 

In view of today’s developments {ft is in- 
teresting to recall again that for more than 
a quarter of = century after the close of the 
Boer War in 1902, General Hertzog was the 
chief protagonist in the cause for protection 
of Dutch interests in South Africa against 
the tide of strong British ideas which fol- 
lowed in the wake of the new British order. 
He formed the Nationalist Party which had 
for its object the return of the Transvaal 
and Orange Free State to republican status. 
In the 1924 elections, however, he combined 
forces with the Labor Party to defeat Prime 
Ministé& Smuts’ administration; but, as part 
of the bargain for Labor support, he con- 
sented to drop his separatist policy. Soon 
after he assumed the Premiership he began 
to mellow; and his first imperial conference 
in 1926 completed the job. On his return 
from London he announced to the South 
African people he had not discovered any- 
thing outside the British Commonwealth that 
his’ county could not share and enjoy as a 
partner within its framework. 

It was his motion in September, 1939, 
seeking to retain diplomatic association with 
Germany, which caused Premier Hertzog’s 
defeat and resulted in the return to power 
of his erstwhile colleague and former op 
ponent. :

\/CTORIA, IF MY fret observations are 
correct, is showing every sign of pros- 


perity these days. We seem to be getting 
fat on the war. I wonder how many people 
realize that it is only a form of dropsy? 

Not many, apparently. Having talked to 
some of our eminent public leaders I am 
forced to the conclusion that either they 
don't understand what is happening or else 
all the laws of economics, all the convictions 
of the best thinkers and the whole experi- 
ence of history are quite wrong. On the 
whole, I would rather trust history.

MAXIMUM | 


- CANADA we have only so many work- 

ers and so many machines. When you 
have brought them together and set them 
working as hard as they can, you have 
achieved maximum production. You can 
produce no more 

We shall reach that point soon, probably 
within a year. If we could use all the goods 
we shall produce at that point, we would be 
more prosperous than ever before. There 
would be more goods for all of us. Unhap- 
pily we cannot use these goods. A lafge 
part of them are going into the war, and 
the man has yet to be born who can eat or 
wear a tank, a cannon or an airplane. While 
these things are more important just now 
than anything else we can produce, eco- 
nomically they are a dead joss, and al] the 
work that goés into them—speaking eco 
nomically—ia wasted. 

« Thus, even when all our machines agyi 
workers are operating at their maximum 
we shall have less useable goods in the 
country than we had last year or the year 
before, or during the worst of the depression 
For no matter how hard we produce, the 
government will be sure to take more and 
more for the war and other essential, but 
noneconomic purposes. 


SPREADING IT THIN 


E ILLUSION OF greater prosperity ts 
created by the employment of many 
people who had no jobs before, and by the 
full employment of many who had only 
partial employment before. The very poor 
benefit by this process. They get more 
goods. But as the total supply of goods is 
leas than before, obviously the more pros- 
perous classes must have fewer goods. 
‘We are witnessing, in fact, not an in. 
crease in total prosperity but a vast re- 
distribution of wealth, an equalization such 
as no socialist had dared to hope for. Thé 
fact that you have not begun to feel the pro- 
cess yourself yet, does not alter the obvious 
facts. Don't worry—you will 
The problem in Canada today {s to pre 
vent everybody scrambling for the reduced 
supply of goods. If we are going to have 
a national auction sale, with everybody bid 
ding higher than his neighbor, we shall ece 
such an increase in prices as wii] ruin every- 
body. Wages will never keep up to them. 
And if we try to apply the economic salve 
of the monetary mystics, if we give the 
country a shot in the arm or a dose of social 
credit, if we issue more money, it simply 
meang that the process will be aggravated 
Each dollar will buy less and it will be the 
poor who wil! suffer most. No program of 
soaking the rich, no change in the economic 
system, can alter the basic fact that we must 
live, as & fatiog, of lees goods so long as 
the war lasts 


HAVE WE E SENSE? ’ 


E PROBLEM a few months ago was to 

distribute a surplus of goods. Soon the 
problem will be to distribute a scarcity of 
goods as fairly as possible That means, of 
course, concentrating on the production of 
necessities and citting down on the produc- 
tion of luxuries that we can do without. 

T am not sure we shall do this. I am not 
sure that we have the sense to do it. Very 
likely, decetved by the dropsical appearance 
of our society, by the heavy-laden, crowded 
streets of places like Victoria, we shall go

James William Davies, who ar-
